étion of Reproach ?

To whata Lofs are the Fomenters of our 
Breaches reduc’d, that they are fain to 
rumage in the Sink of old ftagaated De- 
bates, for fomething to form new Prejudi- 
cesabout ; if this were referr’d to a publick 
Decifion of any of the Proteftant Churches 
abroad, would they not think us a vety 
ftrange Sort of People, that we fhould pre- 
tend to quarrel with one another upon fuck 
weak Foundations. I omit the Clergy- 
Mans Forgery, as a thing {poken toalready, 
and indeed not pate 3 to be fpoken to at 
all. But really, fuppofing all that is now 
debated were Matter of Fatt, ’cisa forry 
Trifle to dividea Nation about, ‘tis a very 
mean thing to be ever fighting and jarring 
about, and proportion’d to it are all the 
religious Debates now among Us. _ 

And yet if they were more confiderable, 
’tis not a Ground of Debate, now the 
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Bounds of Parties are fully fix’d, the ftated 
Dimentions of Right are fettled by Law, 
and cannot be invaded on either hand ; 
to quarrel about it thea muft needs be Non- 
fence and ridiculous. 

I could now turn tothe North, and there 
find equal Fault with the Forgeries of anc- 
ther Party, and particularly chat of Mr./—s 
impofing it upon the People, that the 
Members of the Parliament of Britain muft 
take the Sacrament of the Church of Eng- 
land, before they can be admitted to tit in 
the Houfe of Commons; this had been to 
malicioufly tim’d, and was {pread fo far, that 
I confefs, [ have been frequently furpriz’d to 
find Men of the beft Reading and cleareft 
Judgment impos’d upon by it, and I think 
my felf happy, that I came into Scorland 
timely enough to deteét it ; not but that it 
would have been deteéted atlaft, but I mean 
to dete& it in the very Jun€ure, when the 
Mi(chief, ic was calculated for, was tran 
a@ting, I mean the Treaty. 

Icis na littke Satisfa€tion to thofe, who 
have appear’d for thisUnion, that the pria- 
cipal Oppofition, which has been made a- 
gainft it, has been founded upon fuch Ori- 
ginals as thefe, and the Oppofers have for 
the moit Part been fupported by thefe Mi- 
flakes, either willfully made, or being im- 
pos’d upon to believe, what others have ma- 
liciovfly fuggefted, they have been mifled 
into if. 

And what is the Reafon, that fince we 
have [een the Union perfeted, we find to 
many Converts to the Union in both King- 
doms ?:—The Cafe is very plain, the Gen- 
themen have Hy'd to {ee into the Falticies of 
the Pretences formerly made againft its they 
have feen the Frauds and the Dzfigns of the 
Conttivers, and a little of the Chara@ers 
of’themtoo; they have feen, who were 
acting, againft. it, and upon little Raquiry 
fee aifo into the Principle from whence they 
afted againft ic-————. 

How many have Ifeen in this fhort while 
come off from their Oppofition, and fairly 
acknowledge, they begin co fee into the gc- 
reral Good of it; that they were once of 
another Opinion, but are now convine’d ! 
How many have Ifeen acknowledging, they 
fee the Finger of GOD in it, and they hope 


from it now, as muchas they fear'd from it 
before. 

Indeed thefe Converts are to be valu’d, 
becaufe being horeft, they will obey the 
Di@ates of their Reafons—-—And not be a- 
fham‘d to own a Miftake, wien they fee ir. 
—But how come thefe Gentlemen to be fo 
fatally miftaken, as to ftand in their own 
Light, and in the Light of their Country, 
and in the way of its Happinefs before ? 
How ceme they to kick againft the Pricks, 
and ttruggle againft the Evlicity and Liber- 
ty of cheir Native Country? Truly nothing, 
but by being impos’d upon with che Falfities, 
Forgeries and open D lutions ofa Party, who 
continually {preading fham Reports, railirg 
A'arms, aod with an unufuel Confidence 
afferting falfe and feign’d Stcries, amus’éd 
them, impos’d upon them, and blirded 
their Urderftandings. 

And this effctually juftifies me to my own 
Thoughts, thit there really is a Neceffity to 
exclaim againft chefe Deftroyers of their 
Country’s Pesce; that there cannot be a 
more ufeful thing undertaken, than to de- 
te& ihe bulie aod malicious Forgeries,which 
the Enemies of the Union and Peace of this 
‘fland iaduftrioufly fpread abroad. 

To confront thefe People with Truth, Fa& 
and Experience, is my Buiinefs, and this 
Paper can have.no gieater Honour, than to 
be thus employ’d nor can I defire greater 


Succefs, than effeétually to open the Eyes cf - 


any People, who on either fide fall under

The next and mcft notoricus Slander, 
which has been, and thac with buc ¢ 
much Succzfs fpread over thefe Kingdoms,

Why really, Sir, I did not meddie with 
this, principally becaufe it was no Part of 
the Enquiry in the Letter I receiv’d, as may 
be feen by the Copy ;. and partly becaufe I 
fee no great Reafon, Blefled be GOD, to 
fear the Circumftance, and therefore the 
Confequences are not a Part of my Concero. 

But fince! am put to it, I have been al- 
ways forward enough to cell the People the 
worft of things, and fet them a confidering 
decently their bad as well as good Fortune, 
and I fhall not decline it now. 

And firft 171] own, that had we receiv’d 
four fuch Overthrows, as I may call them, 
as the French have at Hock/tet,Barcelona, Ra- 
mellies and Turin, J would not be. thought to 
leffen the Conduét of any Body, -nor is it a 
lefining to them, we had been all undone 3 
it- had been nq Confederacy by this Time, 
every Body had been fhifting for themfelves, 
making their Peace, &c. feparate Treaties, 
abandoning of Parties and Friends had been 
the general Complaint, and Frauce had 
bid fair for univerfal Monarch of Chriftene: 
dom long ago 


To -comé to Particulars, the Duke of Se- 
voy had been-entirely fupprefe’d, the Einpe- 
ror depos'd,the Frenrb had probably annex'd 
Savoy and Piedmont to the Crown, and the 
Bavarian had been crown’d in Vienna, where 
he had been at full Liberty to have reductd 
the Eleétors to accept of his Soveraignty,and 
at. beft have fo embarrafs’d Germany, that 
England and Holland having no Help from 
the Priates of the North, would have had 
the whole Power of France to contend with 
fingle-banded, 

I need ravel:no-farther into this melan- 
choly Scheme, Thanks be to GOD, this 
has not. been our Fare, and its being not 
come to that, leads. me to fay, that fhould 
the Difafter of a Battle In Flanders fall upon 
us, we are not in fo bad a Pofture, no not 
tollofe a Battle,. as we were betore——

The Reafon is 
plain, we fight fora Peace, and we muft 
have it ; wefight to recever ravifh’d King- 
doms, to fupprefs ambitious Vivlence, and 
reftore National Liberty, and we muft ob- 
tain ie; we cannot lay down our Aris, till 
thisis obtain’d: The Enemy fights ovly.co 
maintain his Oppreffions, keep the sided 
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has takes of the Properties af:-his. Neigh- 
dours, and fuppart his aoiuft Ufurpations 5 
whenever he is rade willing to difgorge-his 
wojud. Acquifitions ;- whenever he ‘pleafes 
$a (it-down-content: to reign over his own 
Subjefts: only, and abate his. Tyrraony ; 
wheneveche will difarm, and bea peaceable 
Neighont; Peace will follows the:Gontede- 
ratesfight not forConquett, but dor Peace and 
Liberty ; if he will bring Conqueft upth
